attend the end patiently and conſtantly ; and that the ſimple, to 
whome God reucales this'ſeacret of Anzichriſt, and to whome 
he vnlocks the myſtery of the man of finne,. might not be held 
in ſuſpence, by (ecing diuerſe learned men inuolued and inuclo-

ſcruations,made by wiſe-& learned men vpon-the-like appariti-: 
0ns.And yet thisComet, with theſe conſtrutions & Comments 
vpon it, trobled men the more when they beheld the variable 
changes & violent pecipitations of all things in this age, through 
the world, (clpecially in our llc) the like whereof many former 
Ages had not produced; when-they ſaw thoſe ſodaine combuſti- 
ons kindlcd.in Germany, and the feares they conceaued-at home 
increafe, the rather becauſe D. Didacus Sarmiento De Aiuna 
Count of Gondomar, Arabaſſadoure for the King of Spayne, who 
for hisable parts and great ſeruices to that State, ſliled himſelfe 
Gentts Hiſpanie decus, was in ſpeech to returne into England ae 
gaine,from whence he was nuely departed the ſame yeere (1618) 
where he had-long beene to the greefe of many good men, han- 
ging in. thcir cycs, like a prodigious Comet,and threatning worſe 
| effects tothe Church and:State,.then this other Comet could cf« 
f{ or prefigure,if it had. beene effeFuak,, as ſome mainetaine, or 
meerely ſizn4las others iudge,.For whillt he continued heere, 
no eccliplc of the ſunne could more damaitic the Earth to make 
it barraine, and. the beſt things abortiue, then did his interpoliti- 
on, betwixt the glory and grace of ſouereignty, and the diſtreſſed 
eſtate ofthe Commonalty, infomuch as: the * Wo/fe or Baſs- 


liſke could not effectmore with their eyes (if what. men write of Fabulze. 


them were true) then this man could doe and- did, in lilencing:

ſach as ſeemed to thriue beſt, did plainely bewray. The Court 
it ſclfe kept not the native and naturall vigoure and ſplendor, 
the gloſſe and glory of Nobilitic and gentilitic were ſullyed, the 
Genius of Britanie ſeerned to bee kept in awe,as Marke Ano 

had wont to bee when he playde with Awguſfxs. No other rea- 
ſon could be giuen but that Gondomary was preſent, who brought 
the imperions Genims of Auſtria and Spaine , linked in league 
with the-Ca?holik Genius of Rome, to outface the modeſt and 
bashfull Genins of England , Scotland, and Wales ; ſo thatas he 
wrot himſelfe Gent Hiſpanie Decus, he might with Icflcarro- 
gance write, Gents Britannia Dedecws. For neuer could Spaine 
before boaſt ſo much, nor neede this (1 hope) hearten them to a 
ſecond inzaſion. For ſince his departure, it is well knowne and 
ſcene,that our eyes,which he thought blind,did but attend vpon 
his Maieſtie ro ſee what he would doe , our cares, which he 
thought were deafe, becauſe they neglected his ſcornes and ſcof- 
fes, were liſtning to heare his Maicſties reſolution, who was our 
oracle of State; our hands and knees, which be thought feeble 
and faint, were bur lifted vp and bent downe to begge diuine 


ayde, andour hearts, which he thought deade with feare, were 


but contraQiing force to repay his indignitics with ample intereſt, 
Wee might be then diftrated, but wee were not diflolued, Yet 
for my part, me thought, I found a grear change in my courage 
vpon the change of ayer and carth, being out of his blaſtiug, For 
in England I was heavy, dull, flauish, and heartlefle ; but aſloone 
as I paſt the riuer Twede and recouered the Scottish ſoyle and ay- 
er, my ſpirits reuiued from death,or returned from exile , and [I 
became more iocond, fresh, and agill, Then it was that I tooke 
penn in hand, and wrot that viſion which I had ſeene amongſt 
the peoplez which, as I did it freely, ſo I deſire men would ra- 
ther impateit to my ingenuitic, then to any other motiue,

L land (1618) alpeciall meeting of all 
the principall States of Spazne ( who 
g wereof his Councel]) rogither with 
the Preſidents of 2 Councell of Caſtile, of Arragon, of 
Italy,of Portugal,of the Indyes,of the Treaſure, of War, 
and eſpecially of the Holy Inquiſition, should be held at 
Mouſon in Arragon,the Duke of Lerms being appoin= 
ted Prelident. Who should make declaration of his Ma- 
icſties pleaſure, take account of the Embaſladours ſeruice, 
and conſult touching the State and Religion reſpeQtiuely; 
to giue ſatisfattion to his Holynefſe'Nuntio (who was 
deſired to make one in this aflembly) concerning certaine 
oucrtures of peace and amitie with the English,and other 
Catholike proieats, which might engender ſuſpition and 
icalouſie betwixt the Pope and his Maicſtic,if the myſte- 
ric were not vnfolded,and the ground of thoſe Councels 
diſcouercd aforchand, 

This made all men expe the Embaſſadours returne 
witha kind of longing, that they might behold the iſſue 
of this mecting, and ſce what good for the Catholike 
cauſe the Emballadours imployment hadeftected in Zxg-

{andanſwerable to the gepergll opigion conceined of his 
wiſedome,and whit farther proieQ would be ſet on foot 
to become matter for pyblike diſggurfe, __.. jet: 

Ar length he arriycd, & had preſent goticagiueg him 
from his Maigſtic, that before he, came-t9 the Court he 
should giue vp his account to this aNembly. Which com- 
mand he gladly receiued, as an carneRt of his acccptable 
| ſervice, and gaue thankes, that for his honour he might 
publish himlelfe in ſo iudicious a preſence. 

He came firſt, vpon the day appointed, to the Councell 
Chamber ( exceptthe Secretaries ) not long after all the 
Councell of State and the Prefidents met, there wanted 
onely the Duke of Lerma, and the Popes Nanzio, who 
were the Head and Feet of all the Aſſembly, Theſe two 
ſtayed long away for diuers reſpefts : The Nuntio, that he 
might exprefle the greatneſſe of his Maſter,and loole the 
Sea of Rome no reſpect by his overſight, but that the ben= 
ches might be fall toobſerue him at his approach, 

The Dukeof Lerma, to exprefie the authoritic & dig- 
nitie of his owne perſon,and to shew how 4 Sernant pus 
inplace of his Maſter exatts more ſeruice of his fellow Ser- 
nents, then the Maſter himelfe. 

Theſe two ſtaied till all the reſt were weary of waiting, 
but at length,the Noutio (ſuppoſing all the Councell ſet) 
launched forth, & came to roade in the Councell Cham- 
ber ; where ( after mutuall diſcharge of dutic from the 
Companie,and bleſſing vpon it from him)he fate downe 
in ſolemne lilence: grieving at his oucrſight, when he 
faw the Duke of Lerma abſent, with whom he ſtroue as 
a Competitor for Pompeand Glotrie. | 

The Dake had fent before, & vnderſtood of the Nun- 
tos being there, and ſtayed ſa much the longer, that his 

boldnefſe 
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| re might be obſervied; wherein he had his deſire, 
or-the'Nantio having a while paticatly drigen away the 
time with Tcuerall complements to ſeuerall perſons, had 
now almoſt run his courtship out of breath, but that the 
Duke of Yilla, Hermoſa ( Prelident of the Counccll of 
Arragon ) tcd his humour by the diſcharge of his owne 
diſcontentment, vpon occalion of the Duke of Lerms 
his abſeace,& beckned Seigneur Gondomor to him,vſing 
this ſpeech in the heating of the Nuntioatftcr a ſporting 
MANACE.

. . How vahappie are the people Where you haue beene : 
Fult, for their Soules, being Heretikesz Then for their 
Eſtates, where the name of a Fawesrize is fo familiar ? 
How. happie is our State, where the Keyes of Life and 
Death are ſo calily come by ( pointing at the Nuntio ) 
hanging at cucrie Religious gitdle, and where the Dore 
of Initice and Mercie ſtand equally open toall men with- 
out refpet of perſons? The Embaſſladour knew this tro- 
nicall ſtroke, to be intended as a by-blow at the Nuntio, 
but fully at the Duke of Lerma ( whoſe greatnefie began 
now tO waxe hcauie, towards declenfion ) and therefore 
he returacd thisanfwer : Your Exceltencie knoweth the 
State is happie where wiſe Fauoutites gouerne Kings, if 
the Kings themſelues be foolish,or where wiſe Kingsare, 
who haning Fauourites, whether foolish or of the witer 
ſort, will not yet be gouerned by them, The State of Eng- 
land{howlocuer you heare of it in Spaineor Reme )is t00 
happie in the laſt kind : They need not much care what 
the Fauourite be ( though for the moſt part he be ſuch as 
preuents all ſyſpition in that kind, beingrather choſen as 
a Schollar to be taughtand trayncd vp, then as a Tutor to 
teach ) of this they are fare, no Prince exceeds theirs in

perſonall abilities, ſo that nothing could be added to him 


intyy wish but this one, that he were #wr Faſſaile, and # 


Catholike. 
With that the noyſe without gane notice of the Duke 


of Lerma's entranceyat whoſe firlt approch, the whole 
Houſe aroſe; though ſome later then other, as\Enviethad 
hung Plummets on them to keepe them downe. The 
Nuntio onely fate vnmoued. The Duke cherished the 
obſcruance of the reſt, with a familiar kind of carriage, too 
high for courteſic,as one not negleRiing their demeanor, 
but expcing it, And,afiera filiallobeyſance to the Popes 
Nuntio, fate down as Preſident vnder the Cloath of State, 
but ſomewhat lower ; then after a ſpace giuen for admi= 
ration, preparation, and attention, he began to {peake i in 
this manner : 

The King my Maſter ( holding it more honourable to 
doe then to diſcourſe; to rake from you the expeRation of 
Oratoric vſed rather in Scholes & Pulpits,then in Coun= 
cels) hath appointed me Preſident in this holy, wiſe, lear= 
ned, and noble Aſſembly : A man naturally of a flow 
ſpecch,and not defirous ro quicken it by Art or Induftry, 
as holding Aion onely proper toa Spaniard as I'am by 
birth,to a Soa/dier as I am by profeſſion,toa King as I am 
by re oreſentation. Take this therefore briefly for declara- 
tion both of the cauſe of this meeting,and my Maſter his 
further pleaſure : 

There hath beene in all times from the Worlds foun- 
dation, one chiefe Commander or Monarch vpon the 
Earth, This needsno further proofe then a backe looking 
into our owne memories and Hiſtories of the World : 
Neither now is there any queſtion ( except with Infidels 
and Hetretikes ) of that one chixfe Commander in.Spiri= 
tuals,

tuals, in the vnitie of whoſe perſon ,the Members of the 
viſible Church arc included; but'there is fomie doubt of 
the chiefe Commanderin tem porals,who(as the Moone 
to the Sun ) might gowerne by;night as this by day,and by 
the. Sword of Luſtice compel ro come in,or cut off ſuch as 
infringe the authoritic of the Keyes. This hath beene ſo 
well vnderſtood long ſince, by the infallible Chayre, as 
that thereby,vpon declcnſion of the Romane Emperors, 
and the encreaſe of Roxes Spirituall ſplendor ( who 
thought it vnnaturall that their Sun should be ſublunary) 
Our Nation was by the Bishop of Keme, (eleted before 
other People,to conquer ad rule the Nations with a Rod 
#f. Iron, and our Kings to that end adorned with the title 
of mo# Catholike, as a name aboue all names vnder the 
Sun ( which is) vader Gods Vicar generall himfeclfe the 
Catholike Bishop of Soules, To inſtance this point by 
compariſon, looke firſt vpon the grand Seigneur the great 
Tutk, who hath a large title, but not vniucrſall, For be- 
fides that he isan Infidell,his command is confined with- 
in his owne territories,and he ſtiled not Empcrour of the 
World, butof the Turks and their Vaſſals only. 

Among Chriſtians, the Defender of the Faith was 4 
glorious ſtile, whilſt the King ro whom it was giucn by 
his Holineſſe, continued worthy of it. But he food not in 
the Trath, neither yet thoſe that ſucceed him, And be= 
ſides,it was no great thing to be called what eucrie Chri- 
ſtian ought to be, Defender of the Faith,no more then to 
be ſtiled with France, The moſt Chriſtian King,whetrcin 
he hath the greateſt part of his title commion with moſt 
Chriſtians. The Emperours of Ruſ{ia, Rome, Germanie, 
extend not their limits further thca their itites, which are 
tocal! ; only my Maſter, The moſt Catholike King, is for 
Þ 3 domi= 
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dominion of Bodyes, as T he uniner{all Birhop,for domi» 
nion of Seules, oucr all that part of the World which we 
call America ( except where the English intruders vſurp) 
and the greateſt part of Zurgpe,with ſome part of Aſi4and 
Africa by aftuall poſſelion,and ouer all the reſt by reall 
and indubitable right ; yet acknowledgeth this right to be 
deriucd from the free and fatherly donation of his Holy= 
nefle, whoas the Sux to this Moore, Icnds luſter by refle« 
ion tothis Kingdome,to :h# King of Kings,my Maſter. 
What therefore he hath, howſocucr gotten, he may keepe 
and hold;What he can get from any other King or Com- 
mander,by any ſtratageme of warre,or pretence of peace, 
he may take; for it is theirs only by vſurpation,except they 
hold of him from whom all C:ui{{ pewer is deriued, as 
Eccleſra#icall from his Holyneſſe, What the ignorant call 
T reaſop,if it be on his behalfe,is 774th, & what they cal 
Truth, if it be againſt him, is Treaſos : And thus all our 
peacc,our warre,our treatics,our mariages,and whatſoe- 
uer cntendment elſe of ours, aimes at this principall end, 
to get the whole poſſeſſion of the World, and to reduce 
all to vnitie,vnder one remporall head, that our King may 
truly be what he is ſtyled, The Carholike and wninerſall 
King. As Faith is therefore vniuerſall, & the Church vais 
ucrlall, yet ſoas it is vader one head the Pope, whoſe Seat 
is and mult geceſſarily be at Rowe where S. Peter late: fo 
muſtall men be ſabic& to our and their Catholike King, 
whoſe particular Seat is here in Spazne, his vniuerſall cuc- 
rie where, This point of Szaze,or rather of Faith,we ſee 
the Romane Catholike Religion hath taught eucric 
wherc,and almoſt made naturall; ſo that by a Key of gold, 
by inzelljgence,or by way of confeſſion, my Maſter is able 
to'valocke the fecrets of cuctic Prince, and to withdraw

their SubieQs allegiance ; as if they knew themſelaes ra« 
ther my Mafters Subiects in trath, then theirs whom theit 
biethes haue taught to milſcall Soucraignes, We ſec this in 
France, and in England elpecially, where at once they 
learne to obey the Church of Rome astheir Morher,to ac- 
knowledge the Catholike King as their Farther, and tro 
hate their owne Kingasan Hretike and an wſwrper, So 
we fee Religiph and the State are coupled togither, laugh 
and weepe, flourish and fade,and participate of cithersfor- 
tune,as growing vpon one ſtocke of policie, I ſpeake this 
the more boldly in this preſence, beeanfc | fpeake here be. 
fore none but Naziues, perſons, whoare partakers both in 
themſcluesand ifſues of theſe Triumphs aboue all thoſe 
of ancient Rome, & therefore ſuch ( as beſides their oaths) 
it concernes to be ſecret, Neither need we reftraine this 
freedome of ſpecch for the Nuntio his prefence, becauſe 
that belides that he is a Spaniard by birth, he isallo a 7e- 
ſuite by profeſſion , an order raiſed by the prouidence of 
Gods Vicar, to accomplish this Monarchy the better, all 
of them being appropriate thereunto,& as publike agents 
and priuic Councellers to this end. Whetrein the wiſe» 
dome ofihis State is to be beheld with admiration,that as 
in Temporall warre it imployes or at leaſt truſts none but 
Natiues,in Caſtile, Port#zall,or Arragon;(o in Spirituals 
K imployes none but the Jeſuites,and fo imployes them, 
that they are generally reputed, how remote ſocuer they 
be from vs, how much focuer obliged to others, ſtill to be 
ours,and ſti]] to be of the Spanich fation,though they be 
Polonians, Enelish, French, andreſiding in thoſe Coun- 
treys8and Counts, The Penitents therefore, and all with 
whom they deale and conuerſe in their Spirituat traffike, 
muſt necds be {o-to0, and ſo our Catholike King mult 
needs 
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needs haue an inuilible Kingdome, and an vaknowne 
number of Subicts in all Dominions, who will shew 
themiclues and their Fatth, by their workes of diſobedi- 
ence, whenſocuer we shall hauc occaſion to vic that Teſu- 
zticall vertue of theirs, This therefore being the principall 
end of all our Councels (according tothole holy direGti- 
ons of our late pious King, Phz/ip the ſecond,to his ſonne 
now raigning)ts aduance the Romane Catholike Religion, 
and the Catholike Spanish Dominion togither, We are 
now met by his Maieſties command, to take account of 
you ( Seigneur Gondomar) who haue beenc Embaſlador 
for England, to ſee what good you haue effeQted there 
towards the aduancement of this worke, & what further 
proiect shall be thought fit to be ſet on foot to this end, 
And this is brigfly the occaſion of our meeting, 

Then the Embaſladour (whoattended bare headed all 
the time) with a low obeylance began thus : This moſt 
laudable cuſtome of our Kings in bringing all Othcers to 
ſuch an account, where a reuiew and notice is taken of 
good or bad ſernices vpon the determination of theirim- 
ployments, reſembles thoſe Romane Triumphs appoin- 
ted for the Souldiers ; and as in them it prouoked to cou- 
rage,ſoin vsit ſtirres vp to diligence, Our Maſter conuer- 
ſeth by his Agents with all the World, yet with none of 
rote regard then the Exg/z5h, where matter of ſuch di- 
uerlitie is often preſented (through the ſcuerall humours 
of the State, and thoſe of our Religionand FaQtion ) that 
no inſtructions can be ſufficicat for ſuch negotiations, but 
much muſt be left in truſt, to the diſcretion, iudgemeat, 
and diligence of the Incumbent, I ſpeake not this for my 
owne glorie (1 hauing beene reſtrayned,and therefore de- 
{erued meanely)but to forwarne on'the behalte of others, 
] that 
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that there may be more ſcope allowed them to deale in as 
occaſion $hall require, Briefly, this rule delyuered by his 
Excellencie wasthe Card & Compaſle by which | ſayled, 
T o make profit of all hamors,and by all meanes to aduance 
the ſlate of the Romish Faith, and the Spanish Fattion 
rogither,upon all aduantage either of oaths,or the breach 
of chem : for this is an old obſcruation, but a true, that for 
our pietie to Rome, his Holineſfe did not onely gize, b..t 
T7, vs in the conqueſt of the New World, and thus in 
our pious perſeuerance,we hope ſtill to be Conquerours of 
theOld. And to this end whereas his Excellencie in his 
excellent diſcourſe, ſeemes to extend our outward forces 
and priuate aimes onely againſt Heretickes, 2nd reſtraine 
them in true amitie with thoſe of the Romish Religion : 
This I afirme, that ſince there can be no ſecy:itie, but 
ſuch Princes though now Romish Catholikes, may turn 
Heretickes hereafter ; my aimes haue cuer beene to make . 
profit of all ,and to make my Maſter, Maſter of all, who is 
a faithfull and conſtant Son of his Mother Rome. And to 
this end | beheld the endeauours of our Kings. of happic 
memorie,how they haue achicued Kingdomes and con- 
queſts by this policic, rather then by open hollilitie, and 
that without difference, as well from their allies & kin{. 
folkes, men of the ſame Religion and profeſſion, ſuch as 
were tholc of Naples, France, and Nauar, though I doc 
not mention Porinugall now vnited to vs,nor Saxoy ( that 
hardly flipt from vs) as of an aduetrſe and hereticall Faith. 
Neither is this rule left off, as the preſent Kingdome of 
France,the State of Venice, the Low- Conntreys, Bohemia 
(now all labouring for life vader our plots) apparantly 
manifeſt, This way therefore 1 bent my Engines in Zyg- 
land, as your honours $ha!! particularly heare, Neither 
S Fall 
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shallI need to repeat a Catalogue of all the ſeruices I hane 
there done, becauſe this State hath been acquainted with 
many of them heretofore, by the intercouſe of Letters 
and meſſengers. Thoſe only | will ſpeake of that are of |2. 
ter edition,done ſince the returne of the Lord Roſſe from 
hence,and may ſeeme molt direly to tend to thole ends 
formerly propounded by his Excellencie ; that is, the ad: 
uancement of the Spanish State, and Romish Religion 78- 
itther, | 

Firſt, It is well obſerued by the wiſedome of our State, 

that the King of Zng/and, who otherwiſe is one of the 


' moſt accomplisht Princes that cuer raigned, extreamely 


hunts after Peace,and fo affects the true name of a Peace. 
maker, as that for it he will doe or ſufferany thing. And 
withal}:hey haue bcheld the generall bountie and muni- 
ficerice of his mind, and the neceſlitie of the State fo ex. 
nauſted,as it is vnable to ſupply his deſires, who only ſeekes 
t0 haue that he might gine to others. pon theſe © 4mroy 
ges they haue giuen Out their diretions and inftrutions 
both to me and others,and I haue obſcrued them ſo farre 
as I was able. 

And for this purpoſe, whereas there was a mwariage 
propounded betwixt them and vs ( howlocuer 1 ſuppoſe 
our State too deuout todeale with Heretikes,in this kind, 
in good earneſt, yet) I made that a couer for ſuch intclli- 
gence, and a meanes to obtaine whatſocuer I deſired, 
whilſt the State of En2z/and longed after that mariage, 
hoping thereby (though vaialy) to ſettle peace,and fill the 


_ Exchequer. 


Here the Archbishop of To/eds, Inquiſitor generall 
ftept vp and interrupted Gondomar, ſaying, that mariage 


, Was not to he thought vpon ; Firſt, for Religions ſake, leſt 


they 
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they should indanger the Soule of the young, Lady and 
the reſt of her companice, who might become Hetetikes : 
Secondly ,for the State, leſt by giuing fo large a portion to 
Heretikes,they should inrich and inable them for warres, 
and impoucrish and weaken the Catholikes. 

To the firſt obicCtion the Popes Nuntio anſwered, that 
his Holyneſle for the Catholike cauſe, would diſpenſe 
with the mariage,though it were with a Turk or Infidel. 
For firſt, there was no valuable danger in hazardiog one 
for the gayning of many,perhaps of all. Secondly, That 
it was no hazard, lince women (eſpecially young ones)are 
too obſtinate to be remoued from their opinions,& abler 
to worke S4/omon to their opinions, then Sx/omes to 
. worke them to his Faith, Thirdly, That it was a great ad- 
uantage to match with ſuch from whom they might 
breake at pleaſure, hauing the Catholike caule for a color : 
.and beſides, if need were, to be atlibertic inall reſpeRs, 
ſincethere was n8 Faith to.be kept with Heretikes, And 
if his Holynefle may diſpence with the murther of ſuch, 
and diſpoſe of their Crownes (as what good Catholike 
doubts but he may ? ) much more may he, and will he in 
their mariages to preuent the leprous Seed of Herelie,and 
to ſettle Catholike blood in the Chaire of State, 

To the ſecond obieQion the Embaſſador himlſelfe an- 
ſwered,faying, That though the English generally loathed 
the match, and would as he thought buy it off with halfe 
of their Eſtates ( hating the Nation of Sparne, and their 
Religion, as appearcd by an vproare and aſlault a day or 
two before his departure from London by the Apprentie 
ces, who ſeemed greedie of ſuch an occaſion to vent their 
owne ſpleenes,in doing him or any of his 4 miſchiefe)yet 
two ſorts of people vameaſurably defired the match

might proceed, Firſt, The begging and beggerly Conrty- 
ers,that they might haue to furnish their wants.Secondly 
The Romich Catholikes, who hoped hereby at leſt for a 
moderation of Fines, & Lawes, perhaps a 7#//eration,and 
perhaps a torall reſtauration of their Religion in Eng - 
land. In which regard ( quoth he) I haveknowne ſome 
zealous perſons proteſt,that if all their Friends, and balfe 
their Eſtates could procure them the ſeruice of our Lady 
( if she came to be maricd to their Prince) they would 
freely vſe the meanes faithfully to fight vader her Colors, 
when they might doe it afely, And if it came x9 porrios, 
thcy would, vaderhand.contribute largelyof their Eftates 
to the Spanish Colledor, and make vp halfe the Portion 
out of them(elues,perhaps more. So that by this mariage + 
it might be ſo wrought, that the State <hould rather be 
rob'd and weakencd ( which is our ayme') then ſtrength= 
| ned;as the English vainly hope. Beſides, in a ſmall time 
\ k they should worke ſo farre into-the Body of the State, by 
buying Offices and the like, whether by See or Land, of 
Iuftice Ciuill or Ercleſiaſticall,in Church or State (all be= 
ing for Money expoſed to ſale) that with the helpe of the 
3 leſuires, they would vndermine them with meere wit 
( without Gunpowder) & leaue the King but a few Sub- 
iets whole faithes he might rely vpon, whilſt they were 
of a Faith adnerſe to his, For what Catholike body that is 
ſound at the heart can abide a corrupt & heretical head: 
With that the Duke Medina Sidonia,Prelident of the 
| - Councell of Warre,and one of the Councell of State-roſe 
VP, and ſaid, his Predeceſſors had feltthe force and wit of 
the English in Eightie eight, and he had cauſe to doubt 
the Catholikes themſelues that were English,and no? ful: 
ly Tefaizea, vpon any Foraine inualion would rather take 
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part with their owne King (though a Heretike)then with 
his Catholike Maicſtie a ſtranger, 
- The Embaſladour delited him to be of another mind, 
ſince firſt for the perſons generally their bodyes by long + 
diſuſe of Armes,weie diſabled,and their minds effemina- 
ted by peace and Juxuric, farre from that they were in 
Eightie cight, when they were daily flesht in our blood, 
and made heartie by cuſtomarie conqueſts. And for the 
affettion of thoſe whom they call Recuſants (quoth he ) 1 
know the bitterneſle of their inueterate malice, and haue 
ſcen ſo far into their natures,as I dare ſay,they will be for 
Sparne againſt all the Wo1ld, Yea(quoth he)l aflure your 
honours, I could not imagine fo baſely of their King and 
State,as I hauec heard them ſpeake. Nay thcir rage hath ſo 
peruerted their judgements, that what 1 my ſclfe haue 
ſeene and heard procced from their King beyond admira- 
tion,cuen toaſtonishmenr,they haue ſlighted, miſrepor= 
ecd, ſcorned,and perverted to his diſgrace & my reicycing, 
maguifying in the meane time our defeAs,for graces, 
Here the Duke Pafraxs, Prelident of the Councell for 
Italy, ſteps vp and ſaid, he hadlately read a Booke of one 
Camdens,called his Anzalles,where writing of a treatie of + 
mariage loog ſince betwixt the English Elizabeth & the 
French Duke cf Aniow,he there obſerues that the mari- 
age was not ſeriouſly intended on cither ſide, but politikly 
pretended by both States, counterchangeably, that each 
might effeQt their owne ends, There (quoth hc).the En- 
glish had the better,and I haue ſome cauſe to doubt, ſince 
they can diſſemble as well as we,that they haue their aymes 
ynderhand, as we haug, and entend the match as little as 
we doe : And this(quoth he)l belceue the rather, becauſe 
their King, as he is wiſe 70 conſult and' conſider lo he 'is 4 
| C ; conſtant 
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conflant Maſter of his word,and hath giuen ſtrong reaſons 
againſt matches made with perſons of contrarie Religions; 
which reaſons no other man can an{wer : And therefore 
doubtlefſe he will not goe from,or counſel! his Sonne to 
forſake,thoſe rules tayd downe ſo deliberatly by himſelfe, 

Yaur Excellencie miſtakes(quoth the Embaſſador)the 
aduantage was then on the (ide of the Englisb,becauſe the 
French ſought the match; now it muſt be on ours, becanſe 
the Enelich ſeeke it,ve ho will grant any thing ratherthea 
breake off; and beſides, hauc no patience #0 temporize 
and diſſemble in this or any other deſigne, asthe French 
hauc long ſince well obſerned : For their neceſlities will 
giuc them neither time, nor reſt, nor hopeelſe where to be 
ſupplyecd. Asfor their King I cannot ſearch into his heart, 
I muſt belecue others that preſume to know his Minde, 
heare his \Words,and rcade his Writings ; and theſe relate 
what I haue deliucrcd, But for the reſt of the people, as 
the number of thoſe that are truly religious are euer the 
lca#,and for the moſt part of /eaſt account ; lo is it there, 
where ifan equall oppolition be made betwixt their truly 
rcligious and ours,theremainder, which will be the grea- 
teſt number,will tand zndrferexr,and fall to the ſtronger 
{ide where there is moſt hope of gazme and glorie; for 
thoſe twoare the gods of the magnitude & the multitude, 
Now theſe ſee apparantly no certaine ſupplyes for their 
wants but from vs, | 

Yes(quoth the Duke)for cuen now you faid the gene- 
rall State, loathing this match, would redecme the feare 
thereof, with halfe of their Eſtates. It is therefore but eal- 
linga Parliament,and the buſincfle were ſoone efteed, 

A Parliament? (quoth the Embafſador)nay therein lies 
One of the principall ſcraices I. haue done, in working 
ſuch 
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ſacha diſlike betwixtthe King and the Lower Houfe,by . 
the endeanour of that honourable Farle and adwirable. 
Engine(a ſure ſernantto vs and the Catholike cauſe whilſt 
he liued)as the King will neuer endure Parliament again, 
but rather ſufferabſolute want, then receiue conditionall 
reliefe from his SubieRs, Beſides,the matter was ſo cun=- 
ningly carried thelaft Parliament, that as in the Powder 
Plot the FaQt effeted should haue beene imputed to the 
Puritans(the greateſt zealots of the Ca/uinian Sett)ſo the 
propolitions which damde vp the: proccedirigs of this 
Parliament, howſfocuer they were enuented by Romant 
Catholikes,and by them intended to diſtarbe rhe Seſſion, 
yet were propounded in fauour of the Puritans,as if they 
had beene hammered in their Forge, Which veric name 
and shadow the King hates, it being a ſufficient aſpertion 
to diſgrace any petſon,to ſay, he i ſuch, & a ufficient barre 
to ſtop any luit,and vtterly tocroſſe it,to ſay,zr ſmels of,o7 
enclines to that party.Moreouer, there are ſo many about 
him who blow this Cole, fearing their owne ſtakes if a 
Parliament should inquire intotheir ations, that they vie 
all their art and induſtry to withſtand ſich a Counce!! ; 
periwading the King, he may rule by his abſo/ure prero- 
gative,withouta Parliament, & thus furnjsh himiclfe by 
maiying with vs,and by other domeſticke proicts, with= 
out Subſidies ; when, leuying of Subfidies & taskes, haue 
beene the only vie Princes haue made of ſuch aſſemblies, 


— And whereas ſome free mindsamongſt them,reſembling 


eur Nobilitie who. preſerue the priailedge of Subictts 
againit Soutratgne inuaſion, call for the courſe of the 
Common Law (2 Law proper to their Nation) theſe other 
time-ſeruers, cry the Lawesdown, and cry vp the preroga» 
tine, whereby they prey vpon the Subiects, by ſuitsand 

cxactions,, 
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ex2cions, milke the Eflate, and keepe it poore, procure 
them(ſclues much ſuſpition amongſt the better and'morc 
judicious ſort, & hate amongſt the oppreſſed Commons, 
And yet if there should be a Parliament, ſuch a courle is 
taken as they shall neuer chooſe their Shiere Knights and 
Burgeſſes freely, who make the greater halfc of the Body 
thereof; for theſe being to be clefted by moſt voyces of 
Frecholders in the Countrey where ſuch eleions are to 
be made, are carried which way the great perſons who 
haue Lands in thoſe Countreys pleaſe, who by their Lez- 
ters command their Tenants, Followers, and Fricnds to 
nominate ſuch as adhere to them, and for the moſt part 
arc of our Fadion,and reſpett their own benefit orgrace, 
rather then their Countries good ; yea the Countrey peo- 
ple themſelues will eucric one ſtand for the great may 
their Lord, or Neighbogr, or Maſter, without regard of 
his honeFtie,wiſedome,or Religion, That which they aime 
at (as I am aſſurcdof by faithfull intelligence) is to pleaſc 
their Landlords,and ſo to renue their Leaſe, in which re- 
gard they will betray their Countrey & Religion too, and 
ce)et any man that may moſt profit their particulars, 
Therfore it is valikely there should ener be a Parliament, 
and impoſſible the Kings debts should be payd, his wants 
ſufficiently repayred,and himſclfe left full handed by ſuch 
a courſe, & indeed (as it is generally thought) by.any other 
courſe but by a mariage with vs, For which cauſe, what- 
ſocuer proictt we liſt toattempt,cnters ſafely at that dore, 
whilſt their policic lyes aſleepe and will not ſee the dan- 
ger.l have made tryall of theſe particulars,and found few 
exceptions in this generall rule, 
Thereby 1, and theic owne wants togither, hauc kept 
them from farniching their Nauie,which being the wall 
of 
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of their Iland, & once the ſtrongeſt in Chriſtendome, lies 
now at roade ynarmed and fit for ruine, If cuer we doub- 
ted their ſtrength by Sea, now we need not,there are but 
few Ships or men able to looke abroad or to liue ina 
ſtorme, much lefſe ina Sea fight. This I cffeQed by bea- 
ring them in hand the furnishing of a Nauie bred (uſpiti- 
on.in my Maſter, and ſo would auert his mind from this 
match ;the hope of which rather then they would looſe, 
they would looſe almoſt their hope of Heauen, 
Secondly, All their weyages to the Eaſt-Indies I permit, 
rather with a coloutable reliſtance then a ſcrions, becaule 
I ſee them not helpefull but hurrfull to the Statc in gene- 
rall, carrying out Gold and Siluer, bringing home Spice, 
Silkes, Feathers, and the like toyes,and inſenſibly waſting - 
the common ſtocke of Coyne and Bullion, whillt it filles 
the Cuſtome houſe & ſome priuate Purſes ; who thereby 
are inablcd to keep this diſcommodirie on foot by bribes 
eſpecially ſo many grear perſons ( cucn Statel-men) being 
Venturers and Sharers in the gaine, Belides,this waFerh 
their Mariners, not one of ten returning, which I am 
lad to heare,for they are the men we ſtand in feare of, 
Thirdly, As for their Weſt Indian voyages, I withſland 
them in earneſt, becauſe they begin to inhabite there & to 
fortifie themſelutes ; and may in time there perhaps raiſe 
another England to withſtand our New Spaint in Ame- 
rica,as this old Zxygland oppofeth our preſent State, and 
cloudes the glorious extent thereof in Europe, Beſides, 
there they trade for commodities without waſt of their 
Treaſure, and often returne Gold for Kniaes, Glaſſes, or 
thelike trifles, and that without ſuch loſle of their Mari- 
nets as in other places, Therefore I croſt whatſocuer en- 
tendments were proictedfor Yirgine or the Bermudas, 
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becauſe [| ſee they may be hereafter really helpefufl vnts 
them, asnow they (erae for draines to vnloade their po= 
pulonsState, which clſe would oucrfiow its own batkes 
by continuance of peace, and turne head vpon itſclfe,or 
make a body fit for any Rebellion, And ſo much I pre- 
vailed herein,as | cauſed moſt of the Recuſants,who were 
Sharers, to withdraw their venters and diſcourage the 


 worke, fo 1hat beſides priuate perſons vnable 10 etiect 


much, nothing was done by the pub/ike purſe. And we 
know by experience ſuch Voyages & Plantations are not 
effected withoutgreat meanes to ſuſtaine great dithculties, 
and with an vawearied reſolution and power, to meet all 
hazards and difaſters with ſtrong helpes and continuall 
ſupplyes,or clſe the vndertaking proues idle, 

Fourihly, By this meanes likewiſe I kept the vo/nnrarie 
Forces from Yenice, till it was almoſt too late to ſer out, 
and hada hope that worke of ſeacrecic should haue bro- 
ken fotth to action, before theſe could haue artiued to 
luccour them, 

Fifthly, I put hard for the Caut19narieT ownes ( which 
our late King Philip of happie memorie ſo aimed at, ac- 
counting them the Keyes of the Low ConntreysJthat they 
might be deliuered 1o his Catholike Maieſtie, as to the 
proper owner, And had perhaps preuailed, but that the 
profeſt Exemre to out Stateand Church,who died shortly 
after, gauc counſell 10 reſtore them to the rebellious 
States ; as one that knew Popular Common-wealthes to be 
better Neighbors, ſurer Friends,and leſſe dangerous Ene- 
mies,then Monarchies; and fo by his praQiſereſcued them 
from wy hands, & furnished the Exchequer from thence 
for that time, Neither was I much grieucd at this; becauſe 
the dependancie they had before of the English ſeemed 
BOW 
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now to be cut off, & the entereftthe English had in them 
and their cauſe tobe taken away : which muſt be fully 
and finally cffefed, before we can hope either to conquer 
them or England, who holding togither are too ſtrong 
faythe World at Sca,and therefore niuſt be diſunired, be- 
fore they can be onercome. This point of State is acknow- 
ledged by our moſt experienced Pentioner & ſure Friend 
Monſieur Barneuelt, whole (uccecding plots to this cnd, 

Shall beare witneſle (or the debth of his ludgemenr. 
Sixthly, But the laſt ſeruice I did for the Stare, was not 
theleaſt ; when I vnderwrought that admirable Engine 
Raleigh,and ſo was the cauſe his voyage(threatning much 
danger and damage to vs)was ouerthrowne,and himſclfe 
returning in diſgrace, I purſucd almoſt todeath, neither (1 
hope) needI fay almoſt,ifall things hitright, & all firings 
hold.

which I deſired the rather, that by conceſ{con I might haue 
wrung from the inconliderate English, An acknowledge- 
ment of my Maſters right in thoſe places. punishing him 
for attempting there,though they might preſcribe for the 
fir# foot : And this I did to flop 2hery mouthes hereafter, 
and becauſe I would quench the peate and valour of thetr 
Nation,that none should dare hereafter to vndertake the 
like,or be fo hardie as to looke out at Sea, or breath vpon 
our Coaſts, Andlaſtly,becauſe I would bring toan igno. 
minous death,that old Pyrar,who is one of the laſt now 
lining, bred vader that deceaſed Epglish Yirago,and by her 
flesht in our blood and ruine. Todoe this I had many 
Agents, Firſt, diverſe Conrtiers,who were hungry and ga- 
ped wide for Spanish gold ; Secondly, ſome that bare hims 
as the heart {or innetcrate quarrels; Thirdly, ſome For-

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reiners who having in vaine ſought the E/zxer hitherto, 
hope to finde it in his head; Fourthly, all mer of rhe Ro- 
mich Faith, who are of the Spanish Fattion , and would 
haue beene my Blood-hounds, to hunt him or any ſuch 
to death williogly; as perſons hating the proſperitic of 
their Country,and the valour,worth,& wit of their own 
Nation,in reſpec of vsand our Catholike cauſe; Laſily,l 
Icft behind me ſuch an Inſtrument compoſed artificially of- 
a Secular underflanding and a religious profeſaon,as he is 
cueric way adapted to ſcruc himfeltfe into the cloſet of the 
heart, and to worke vpon feminine leuitic, who in that 
Countrey haue maſculine Spirits ts command and purſue 
their plots unto death, This therefore I account as done, 
and reioyce in it, knowing it will be verie profitable to vs, 
gratcfull ro our Faction there, & for the reſt, what though 
it be croſſe to the people, or the Clergie ? We that onely 
negotiate for our owne gaine,and treat about this mariage 
for our owne ends, can conclude or breake off when we 
ſee our time, without reſpeCt of ſuch as can neither profit 
vs, nor hurt vs; for | haue certaine knowledge that the 
Commons generally are ſo effeminate and cowardly, as 
that they art their Muſters (which are ſcldome and (light, 
enly for the benefit of thyzr Muſter Maſters )of a thouſand 
ſouldiers,ſcarce one hundred dare diſcharge a Musket,and 
of that hundred, ſcarce one can vc it like a Souldier : and 
for their Armes they are ſo ill prouided, that one Corſeler 
ferueth many men,when ſuch as shew their Armes vpon 
one day in one place, lend them to their Friends in other 
places toshew when they haue vſe. And this if it be fpied 
is only punished by 4 mult in the purſe, which is the Of« 
ficers aime,who for his aduantage winkes at thereſt, & is 
gd to finde and cherish, by conniucnce, profitable faults, 
which 
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which increaſe his revenue, Thus ſtands the ſtate of that 
poore miſerable Countrey,which had neuer more people 
and fewer men, Sothat if my Maſter shoald reſolue vpon 
an inuaſion, the time neuer fits as at this preſent, ſecuritie 
of this mariage,and the diſuſe of Armes having caſt them 
into a dead ileepe, 4 ſtrong and wakening Fattion being 
cuer amongſt them readie to a(liſt vs, and they being vn- 
prouided of Ships and Armes,or hearts to fight,a vmiuer= 
faildiſcontentment filling all men. This 1 have from their 
Muſter Maſters, and Captaines whoare many of them of 
our Religion, or of none, and ſo ours, readie to be bought 
and (old,and defirous to be my Maſters Seruants in fee. 
Thus much for the State particularly, wherein 1 haue 
bent my ſelfe to weaken them and ſtrengthen vs,andinall 
theſe haue aduanced the Catholike caule, bat eſpecially, 
in procuring fauours for all ſuch as fanoar that ſite, and 
croſſing the other by all meanes, And his praftiſe my ſelte 
andgiac out ro be generally praiſed by others, that what- 
ſocuer ſucceſſe | find, 1 till boaF of the vittorie; which [ 
doe to &35hearten the Heretikes, ro make them ſuſþitzoms 
one of another, eſpecially of their Prince and iheir beſt 
Stateſmen,and to keepe our owne in courage, who by this 
meanes increaſe,otherwiſe would be in danger to decay, 
Now for Religion and for ſuch deſtgnes as fetch their 
pretence from thence, I beheld the policic of that late Bi- 


shop of theirs ( Bancroft ) who ſtird vp and maintained a * 


dangerous ſchilme, beiween our ſecular Prieſts & Iefuites, 
by which he diſcoucred much weaknefle to the dishonor 
of our Clergie,and preiudice of our cauſe, This taught me 
fas it did Barnexel/tin the Low-Conntries)io worke ſecret- 
ly and infenſibly between their Conformiſts and Non con- 
formiſts,and to caſt ag cye as faras the Orcades; knowing 
D: 3 that 
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that buſineſlſe might be lirred vp there, that might hindet 
proceedings in England. as the French ener wſed Scotland 
to call home the Forces of England,and ſo 10 prenent their 
conqueſts, The effe&t you haue partly ſecnc ia the Earle of 
CArgite, who ſometime was Captaine for the King and 
Church againſt the great Marques Hunzley, & now hghts 
ynder our Banner at Brwxe/s,leauing the Crofles of Saint 
George and S. Andrew, for the Staffe of S, James. Neither 
doe our hopes end here, but we daily expert moye reuol- 
ters.at leſt ſuch a diſunion as will neuer admit (olid recon= 
cilement, but will ſend fome to vs,and ſome to Am#er- 
dam. For the King (a wiſe and vigillent Prince)labouring 
for a perfect vaion betwixt both the Kingdomes, which 
he ſeescannot be effected, where the leſt difference in Re- 
ligion is continued(diucrſe sharpe and bitter braules from 
thence ariling, whilſt fome trtuing for honor more then 
for truth,preters their owne way and will, before the ge= 
nerall peace of the Church,and the edification of Soules) 
he I ſay ſeckes to wotke both Churches to vniformirie ; 
and tothis cad made a journey into Scorland, but with no 
ſach ſucceſle as he expeQted, for diurrſe of ours attended 
the traine,who (tirred vp humors and tactions,and caſt in 
(Crupels and doubts to hinder and crofle the proceedings, 
yea,thoſe that ſeeme moſt aduerſe tovs, and auerſe from 
our opinions, by their diſobedience and example helpe 
forward our plots, and theſe arc incouraged by a fattious 
and headic multitade, by a faint and irreſolute Clergie 
( many falſe brethren being amongſt their Bishops) and 
by the prodigall Nobilitie who maintaine theſe titres in 
the Church, that thereby they may ſafely keepe their 
Church liuings in their hands,which they haue moſt fa- 
creligiouſly ſeaſcd vpon in the titnc of the firſt deformati. 
on, 
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on,and which they feare would be recouered by the Cler. 
gicif they could be brought to brotherly.peace and agree- 
ment ; for they hatic ſeene the King verie bountifull in 
this kind, hauing lately increaſed their Pentions, and ſerled 
the Clergie acompetent maintenance ; and belides,out of 
his owne mcanes, which in that kingdome is none of the 
greateſt, hauing brought in & reſtored whole Bishoprikes 
to the Church, which were before in Lay=mens hands, a 
great part of the Nobilities Eſtates conſiſting of Spirituall 
Lands, which makesthem cherish the puritanicall Fati= 
on, who will be content to be trencher fed with ſcraps, 
andcrums,and contributions,and arbitrarie beneuolences 
from their Lords,and Lairds,and Ladyes, and their adhe=- 
rents and followers, 

But ( quoth the Inquiſitor general! ) how if this at of 
the Kings wherein he is moſt earneſt and conſtant, should 
ſo far thriuc as it should cfteQ a perfect vnion both in the 
Church and Common wealth ? I tell you it would in my 
conceite be a great blow to vs, if by a generall meeting a 
generall peace should be concluded, and all their Forces 
bent againſt Rowe; and we (ce their politike King aymes 
at this, 

True(quoth Gondomar)but he takes his marke amiſle, 
howſocuer he vnderſtand the people & their inclination 
better then any man, and better knowes how to temper 
their paſſions and afteCtions, for,belides that he is hindred 
there in Scoz/axd vnderhand by ſome, for the reaſons be- 
fore rccited, and by other great ones of ours whoare in 
great place & authotitie amongſt them, he is likewiſe des 
luded in this point eucn by his owne Clergie at home in 
England, who pretend to be moſt forwardin the cauſe. 
ror they conſidering if a generall yniformitie were 

wrought, 
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wrought,what an inundation would follow,whilſt all or 
molt of theirs(as they feare)would flocke thither for pre= 
ferment(as men preſſing towards the Sunnefor light and 
heate) and ſo their owne should be vnprouided ; theſe 
therefore (I ay) howſocuer they bcare the King fairely in 
hand,are vnderhand againſt it,and ſtand ſtiffe for all Cere- 
monies 10 be obtruded with a kind of abſolute neceſitie 
ypon them, when the other will not. be almoſt drawne 78 
receiue any.When if an abatement were made,doubtleſle 
they might be drawne to age? in the middeſt ; but there is 
no hope of this with them where neither partic deales ſe = 
riouſly bu: only for the preſent, to ſatisfie the King,and ſo 
there is no feare on our (ide that afteQions and opinions 
ſo diucrſe, will euer be reconciled and made one, Their 
Bishop of S. Andrews ſtands almoſt alone in the cauſe,and 


puls vpon himſclfe the labour, the loſſe,and the enpic of . 


all, with little proficiencie, whilſt the aduerſe fation haue 
as ſure friends,and as good intelligence about the King, as 
he hath, and the ſame Poſt perhaps that brings a Packet 
from the King to him, brings another from their abettors 
to them, acquainting them with the whole proceedings 
and counſcls,and preparing them aforchand for oppoliti- 
on : This I know for truth,and this I rcioyce in,as condu- 
cing much to the Catholike good. 

But(quoth the Nuntio)are there none of the heretical! 
Preachers bulic about this match ? Me thinkes their fin- 
gers should itch to be wrirzne,and their tongues burne to 
be prating of this buſineſſe, cſpecially the puritanicall 
ſort, howſoeuer the moſt zermperate and indifferent catic 
themſclues. 

The truth is my Lord(quoth the Embaſſador)that pri- 
vatly what they can,and publikcly what they dare,both in 
; Eneland 
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England and Scotland,all for the moſt part{except ſuch as 
arc of our Faith ) oppoſe this match to their vemoſt, by 
prayers, counſels, ſpeeches, wishes : But if any be tound 
longer tongued then his fellowes,we haue ſtill meancs to 


charme their ſawcinefle,to lilence them, and expell them * 


the Court, to diſgrace them and crolle their preferments, 
with the :mputation of pragmaticke puritaniſme. For in- 
ſtance 1 will relate this particular ; A Doctor of theirs,and 


a Chaplaine in Ordinarie to the King,gaue many reaſons 


ia a Letter againſt this marriage, and propounced a way 
how to ſupply the Kings wants otherwiſe ; which I vn< 
dcerſtanding, ſo wrought vaderhand, that the Doctor was 
committed and hardly eſcaped the danger of his preſump. 
raousadmonition, though the State knew his 1n1ent was 
hone#t, and his reaſons good. Where we on the other lide 
(both here and with the Arch-Dake ) haue had Bookes 
penned, & Pictures printcd,directly againſt rheir King and 
Srate,for which their Embaſladors haue ſought ſatisfaGti- 
on of vs in vaine,not being able to ſtay the print, or ſo 
much as to 70nch the hem of the Authours garment. But 
we. haue an cuaſion which Heretikes miſle, our C/ergre 
being freed from the temporall Sword,and ſo notincluded 
iQ our Treatiesand Conditions of Peace, but at libertie to 
giueany hereticall Prince the Mate when they liſt : wher- 

as theirs are /able to account and hazard, and are miſled 
for barking,when ours may both barke and bite 100, The 
Councell Table, & the Star Chamber do fo terrific them, 
as they dare not riot, but run at the Stirrop in excellent 
command,and come in at the leſt rebuke. They call their 
preaching in many places ſanding wp,but they couch and 
dare not ſtand vp, nor queF, but behaue themſclues like 
Setters, lilent and creeping vpon their bellies, licke the 
duſt 
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duſt which our Prieſts shake from their beanrifull feet, 

Now(quoth the Duke of Lerma)ſatisfie me about our 
owne Clergie how they fare, for there were here Petiti= 
ons made to the King in the name of the 4iFreſſed, affli- 
Zed perſecuted, and impriſoned Prieits, that his Maicttic 
would intercead for them, to free them from the intolera- 
ble burdens they groaned vnder, & to procure their liber- 
tics :and letters were directed from vs to that end,that ou 
Should negotiate this demand with all ſpeed & diligence, 

Moſt Excellent Prince ( replyed Gondomar) | didyour 
command with a kind of command my ſelfe :not thinking 
it fit to make it a ſuit in your name or my Maſters, I obtai- 
ncd them libertic to walke freely vp & downe,to faceand 
out»face their accuſers, ludges, Magiſtrates, Bishops z and 
to exerciſe their funtion, almoſt as freely, altogicher as 
ſafely as at Rome, | | 

Here the Nuntio obieed, that he did not well, as he 
thought, in procuring their libertie, ſince rhey might doe 
more good.in priſon then abroad; becauſe in priſon they 
ſcemed ro be wander $00, and ſo were piztied of 
others; and piztie of the perſon prepares the affettion fur. 
ther,Belides,then they were carefull ouer their owne lines 
70 gine n0 offence, But abroad they might be ſcandalous in 
their liucs,asthey vie to be in Rome and Fpaine,and other 
Catholike Countreys; and'fo the opinion of their holy- 
eſſe which vpholds their credit & cauſe againft the mari- 
cd Clergie, would ſoone decay, 

But che Embaſlador replied, he confidered thoſe incon+ 
acniences,, but beſides a ſuperiour command, he ſaw the 
profit of their libertie:-more then of their reſtraint. For 
now they might freely confer & were ener prattiling and 
woulddoubtleſle produce (ome worke of wonder. And 


beſides, 
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beſides, by reaſon of their a#r/h0rir7e, & meanes t0 change 
places,did apply themfclues to many perſons ; whereas in 
priſon they onely could deale with ſuch as came to be 
taken,or were their owne before, And this(quoth he)l add 
as a ſecret, that as before thcy were maintained by priuare 
contributions of deuout Catholikes,cuen to cxcefle » (o 
much more now $hall they be able to gather grea: ſums, 
to weaken the State, and furnish them for ſome high at- 
tempt, by the example of Cardinall Yoo/ſey,barrellog vp 
Gold for Rome, Andthis they may caſilydoe, ſince all Ca- 
tholikes r0b the heretical Prieſts, and withhold Tythes 


\ fromthem by fraud or force zo gine to theſe of their #wn,to 


whom they are properly due : and if this be {pied,it is an c2- 
lie matter to lay all vpon the Hollanders,and lay,they carie 
the Coyne out of the Land ( who are forward enough ia 
deed,in ſuch practiſes) and ſo ours shall not only be excu- 
ſed, but a flaw made betwixt them to weaken heir amaitics 
and beget ſuſpition betwixt them of cach othersloue., 

But amongſt all theſe Prieſts(quorh the Inquiſitor ge- 
nerall)did you remember that 0/4, reuerend Father Bald- 
win,who had a finger in that admirable attempt made on 
our behalic againſt the Parliament Houſe ? Such as he,de« 
feruing fo highly,aducnturing their lies fo reſolutely for 
the Catholike cauſe, muſt not be negleRed, but extraordi- 
narily regarded, thereby to incourage others to the like 
holy vndertakings, 

Holy Father(quoth Gondomar) my principal! care was 
of him,wholelife & libertic when 1 had with much diffi- 
cultic obtained of the King,l ſolemnly weat in perſon at- 
tended with all my trainc,and diuers other well-willers to 
tetch him out of the Tower where he was in durance, 
As ſooneas I came'in his fight I behaued my ſelfe after ſo 
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lowly &r humble a manner,that our aduerſarics Rood ama «+ 
zed to behold the rewerence we giue to our Ghoſtly fathers. 
And this I did to confound them and their contemruous 
Clergie.& to beget an extraordinaric opinion of holyneſſe 
in the perſon,and pietie in vs,& alſo to pronoke the Eng; 
lisch Catholikes to the like deuout obedience; and thereby 
at any time theſe leſuites (whoſe authority was ſomwhar 
weakaned lince the Schiſme betwixt them and the Secular 
Prieſts,and the ſucceeding powder- plot) may worke the '1 
to our cnds,as Maſtcrs their Servants, Tutors their Scho,- 
lers, Fathers their Children, Kings their SubicCts, And that 
they may dothisthe more boldly & ſecureſy,l have ſom- 
what dasht the authoritie of their HjighCommiſiion;vpon 
which whercas there are diuerſe Purſcuants ( men of the 
worſt kind and condition,reſembling our Flics & Famili- 
ars,attending vpon the Inquiſition) whoſe office and im» 
ployment it is to diſturbe the Catholikes, ſearch their 
houlcs for Prieſts, Holy veſtments, Bookes, Beades,Cruci- 
fixes, and the like religious appurtenances, haue cauſed 
the execution of their office to be flackned, that ſoan open 
way may be giuen to out Spirituall laſtruments for the 
free exerciſe of their faculties, And yet whentheſe Purſe= 
uants had greateſt authoritic,s ſmall bribe in the Conntry 
would blind their eyes, or 4 /zrr/e greater at Conrt or in 
the Exchequer, fruſtrate & crofle all their ations,fo that 
their malice went off like Squibs, made a great cracke to 
fright children and gew borne babes, but hurt noold men 
of Catholike Spirits. And this is the effec of all other 
their courſes of procecding in this kind,in all their Iudi=- 
ciall Courts, whither knowne Catholikes ( connifed as 
they Rile them)are,often ſurmmond & cited, threarned and 
bound oucr, but,the danger i paſt as ſoone-as the _ 
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i hath ku Fee payd to him, then the execution goeth no 


further. Nay vpon my conſcience they are glad when 


i there arc offendors 1n that kind, becauſe they are bounti- 


ful] : and the Officers doe their beſt to fauour them that 
they may #ncreafe, and ſo theirreuenue and gaine come 
in freely. 

And if they should be ſent to priſon, euen that place 
(for the moſt part)is made a Santuary to them :as the old 
Romanes were wont to shut vp ſuch by way of reſtraint 
as they meant to preſerue from the peoples furic : ſo they 
tive fafc io priſon till we haue time to worke theirlibertie 
and aſſure their lives, And in the meane time their place 
of reſtraint is 4 Studie vnio them, where they have oppor- 
tunitic #0 conferre 2ogither as in a Colledee, and to arme 
themſclues i» vnitie againſt the ſingle aduerſarie abroad, 

But ( quoth the Inquiſitor generall ) how doe they for 
books when rhey haue occaſion cither to write or diſpute ? 

My Lord (replies Gondomar)all the Libraries belong- 
ing to the Romance Catholikes through the Land, are at 
their command,from whence they haue all ſuch colleQi- 
ons as they can require, gathered to their hand, as well 
from thence as from all the Libraries of both Vniuerſities, 
and cuen the Bookes themſelues if that be requiſite, Be- 
fides, I haue made it a principall part of my imploymear, 
to buy all the Manuſcripts and other ancient & rare At- 
thors out of the hands of the Heretikes,lo that there is no 
great Schollerdies in the Land, but my Agents are dealing 
with his Bookes, in ſo much, as cuen their learned 1ſfaack 
Cavſabon's Libratie was in eleQtion without queſtion to 
be ours, had not their vigilantKing(who foreſees all dan- 
gers,and hath his cye buſie in euerie place) preuented my 
plot, For after the death of that great Scholler, I ſent to re- 
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queſt a view and catalogue of his Books, with theic price, 
intending not to be out-vied by any man,if monic woule 
fetch them ; becauſe(beſides the damage that {ide should 
haue recciued by their loſle, proſccuting the ſame Storic 
againſt Cardinall Barozim) we might haue made good ad- 
uantage of his Notes, ColieQions, Caſtigations, Cenſures 
and Criticiſmes,for our owne partic, and framed and put 
out others vnder his name at our pleaſure, But this was 
_ foreſcene by their Prometheus, who ſent that Torrurer of 
- - ours (the Bishop of Winchefter )to ſearch and ſort the Pa- 
pers,and to (cale vp the Studie; giuinga large and princely 
allowance for them to the Relickt of Cauſaboy, togither 
with a bountifull Pention & prouilion for her and hers. 
Bat this plot failing at that time, hath not euer done ſo: 
Nor had the Vniuctlitie of Oxford (o triumphed in their 
many Manuſcripts,giuen by that fatnous knight S.T hom. 
Bodley,if either | had beene then imployed, or this courle 
of mine then thought vpon, For I would labour what [ 
might this way orany other way todiſarme them, & either 
to tranflate their beſt Authours hither, or at leaſt to leaue 
none in the hands of any but Romane Cathbolikes who 
are aſſuredly ours, And to this end an eſpeciall eyc would 
be had vpon the Libratie of one S.Rob.Corton(an lngrol- 
; ſer of Antiquities)that whenſocuer it come to be broken 
vp(cither before his death or after): he moſt choice & ſin+ 
gular pieces might be gleaned & gathered vp, by a Catho- 
like hand. Neither let any man thioke, that the deſcending 
thus low to pettie patticulars is vaworthy an Embaflador, 
or of ſmall auaile for the ends we aime at, {ince we ſee 
cueric Mountaine conliſts of ſeuerall Sands, & there is no 
more profitable conuerſing for Stateſmen then amongft 
Schollers and their Bookes,cſpecially where the King tor 
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whom we wa'ch is the King of Schollers, & loues to liuc 
almoſt altogither in their Element, Beſides, if by any 
mcancs we can continue difterences in their Church, or 
make them wider, or beget diſtaſt betwixt their Clergie 
& Common Lawyers (who ate men of greateſt powerin 
the Land)the benefit wil] be ours,the conſequence great, 
opening a way for vs to come in betweene, For perſonall 
quarrels produce verbal queſtions, and reall breaches. 

As he was futther proſecuting this diſcourſe, one of 
the Secretaries{who waited without the chamber)deſired 
entrance ; and bcing admitted,deliuered Letters which he 
had newly receiued from a Poſt direcd to the Preſident 
andthe reſt of the Councell from his Catholike Maſter, 
the contents whereof were to this effect : 


R Tght truſtie and welbeloued Conſens and Conncellors, 
We greet you well, Whereas We had a hope by our A- 
gents in England and Germanie,z0 eff ett that great worke 
of theWeilerne Empire ; and likewiſe on the other ſide t0 
ſurprize Venice, and ſo incircling turope ar one inſtant, 
& infolding it in our armes to make the eaſier roade vpon 
the Turkein Alia, and at length reduce all the World to 
our Cotholike command, And whereas to theſe holy ends 
we had ſecret and ſure plots and proietts on foot in all 
thoſe places, and goed intelligence in all Courts : Know 
now, that We haue receined late and ſad newes of the ap- 
prehenſion of our moſt truſtie & able Pentioner Barneuelr, 
and of the diſcoutrie of other our intendments; fo that our 
hopes are for the preſent adiourned till ſome other more 
conuerient and auſpicuous time We therefore will you pre- 
ſently wpon ſight hereof” to breake off your conſultation, 
and repaire flraight to our Preſence,zhere to take further 
direftions, 
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direftions, and proceed as the neceſcitie of time and cauſe 
ſhall require, 


With that his Excellencie and the wholc houſe ſtrooke 
with amazement,croſt rheir Forcheads, roſe vp in (ad ſi- 
lence,and brake off this Treatic abruptily,and without tar= 
riance tooke Horſe and poſted to Court : From whence 
expect more newes the next faire Wind. 


In the meant time, let not thoſe be ſecare whom it con= 
cernes to berowſed vp, knowing that this aſpiring Nabu- 
chadnezzer will not looſe the glorie of hu greatneſſe ( who 

continueth ſtill to magnifie himſelfe in his great 

Babell ) vazill it be ſpoken, Thy Kingdome 
is departed from thee.
